At the present time the Doukhobors 
are divided into two parties, One party 
is still following their previous prin- 
ciples. The principle is not to have 


firearms, not to eat meat, not to drink 


wine, not to smoke tobacco, not to 
belong to any empire in existence, and 


therefore this party carries the name! 


‘the Christian Community of Univer- 
sal Brotherhood.’ In other words, 
these people belong to all empires, rec- 
ognizing all people as brothers, and 
therefore cannot be subject to any one 


empire in any case, because this would | 


transgress the principies of universal 
brotherhood, 

“When the Doukhobors came to 
Canada the government granted home- 
steads—160 acres of land—fo each 
man, and when the question arose of 
becoming British subjects for these 
homesteads the Doukhobors refused 
to do so, and for this reason they lost 
the land, amounting to about $10,000,- 
000, as the government took back the 
land.

come, 

The chairman contended that the!

Befor 
other players could reach him Walters was on his feet and out again, 
ready to make a play on Jackson, who was on first base when the 
ball was fouled. Walters didn't drop his ball, which was great 
work, but what's more, he didn't forget the play he might have 
to make, Furthermore this was the first game Walters caught since 
he sustained a compound fracture of a finger at Detroit on July 22. 
If the Yankees had more players like Walters they might have had 
a look-in.

Anniversary of Founding of First Ball Team. 

“The Harvard Baseball Club,” the first official baseball nine of 
the oldest North American university, was organized fifty-three 
years ago today, Oct 12, 1864, and this date marks the beginning 
of the diamond pastime as a recognized college sport. Marvard 
as well as Brown had “scrub” or unofficial teams in 1863, The Cam- 
bridge and Providence institutions played a game that year, Har- 
vard winning the victory. The Harvard official club was made up 
of the best players of the class clubs, which developed out of the 
old game of “rounders.” This In turn gave way to the “Massaehu- 
setts game,” a crude kind of baseball, with contests lasting as long 
as ten or twelve hours, The first game of the official Harvard team 
was played in 1865 with the Trimountains, the crack Boston club, 
and was won by Harvard,—score, 60 to 32 In 1867 the Harvards 
and the Lowells of Boston played a famous series of three games, 
which were witnessed by over 25,000 people. Harvard won two 
out of the three games Williams College took up baseball soon 
after Harvard, and the nines of the two institutions played their 
first game in 1865, Harvard winning 86 to 30, 
first met on the diamond in 1868. In 1871 Harvard not only defeated 
Yale, Brown and Tufts, but also the Troy Haymakers, a famous pro- 


fessional nine, In a game with the Lockport, N.Y., Niagaras in 
1866, the Harvard team established a record by scoring thirty-six 
runs in one inning.

Battle Between Ned Hunt, “Giant Killer,” and Jack Slack, the Giant 
On Act 12, 1748, Jack Slack defeated Ned Hynt in a battle last- 
ing over an hour in London. Hunt was the original “Giant Killer,” 
for, although only a lightweight, he had whipped several heavy- 
weights, including Lifeguardsman Hawkesly, who was six feet three 
in height. In tackling Slack, the Norwich butcher, he bit off more 
than he could chew. Slack weighed about 190 pounds, while little 
Hiunt was @ 135-pounder. Ned was a pupil of Jack Broughton, the 
champion, and the manager of Jack's boxing school, In science 
and cleverness he was vastly superior to Slack, and for a time he 
kep the big fellow at a distance. Two years after this battle Slack 
defeated Broughton and became the champion. Although too badly 
battered ever to fight again in the ring, Hunt continued to give 
boxing lessons, his pupils including King George II]. of England,
